Chicago, Juno 
13.— President Taft 
gained forty more votes in the Repub­ 
lican national convention through the 
settlement of contest cases by the na­ 
tional committee. 
It was a day of Taft “ victories” ex­ 
clusively. 
In the cases of California, 
Arizona 
and 
Michigan 
contests the 
Roosevelt forces made a fight 
and 
voted their full strength against the 
Taft delegates. 
In the California case 
they procured a roll call, losing 16 to 
87; in the Arizona contest they failed 
to get a roll call and in the Michigan 
case none was asked, although they 
voted against seating the Taft dele­ 
gates at large. 
The contests settled 
in favor of 
President T aft were: 
Arizona— Delegates at large, 6. 
California— Fourth district, 2. 
lo u isian a— Delegates at 
large, 6; 
First, Second, Third, Fourth, 
Fifth, 
Sixth, Seventh districts, 14. 
M ichigan— Delegates at lagre, 6. 
Mississippi— Delegates at large, 4; 
First district, 2. 
Pearl W ight, 
national committee­ 
man from lou isiana and the Roose­ 
velt leader there, tried vainly to seat 
the

Heads Off New’* Action. 


An effort was made by Committee­ 
man H arry S. New to permanently 
quash Mr. W ight by officially recog­ 
nizing the Loisel faction of lou isiana 
Republicans now controlling the state 
Republican 
organization 
there, 
but 
Mr. W ight headed off such action. 
Governor Chase S. Osborn of M ichi­ 
gan and the Roosevelt delegates at 
large from that state were unseated 
by the committee. 
The contest over the Fourth C ali­ 
fornia district, decided for President 
Taft, furnished the most bitter ex­ 
changes of the day, Francis J. Heney 
leading the Roosevelt forces, and fight­ 
ing to the last for recognition of the 
Roosevelt delegates there. 
The national committee had before 
It when it adjourned 112 contested 
seats* still to pass upon. 
Chairman 
V ictor Rosewater, in a statement at 
the end of the session, said the com­ 
mittee was not keeping pace with the 
work of the last convention. 
In HIOS 
only eighty-eight contests remained to 
be decided on the Wednesday night 
preceding the convention. 
Members of the committee fear that 
the contests w ill run well over into 
the opening day of the national con­ 
vention. 
The California case decision brought 
protests from nearly all of the Roose- j 
velt members of the committee. 
Chairman Rosewater voted for the 
Taft delegates from the Fourth Cali­ 
fornia district, saying he believed they 
had been elected. 


Helped to Draft Rule, 


Mr. Capers of South Carolina said 
he was one of the subcommittee that 
drafted at Washington in December 
the rule requiring district representa­ 
tion under which it was claimed the 
Taft delegates had been seated. 
“ W e distinctly recognized this situa­ 
tion 
then,” 
he 
said, “ by excluding 
South Dakota because of its prim ary 
law.” 
Mr. Capers declared 
the 
national ' 
committee would force that big con­ 
vention next week to nominate a man 
for whom the big Republican states 
w ill not vote. 
Governor Hadley of Missouri, voting 
against the Taft delegates, said he did 
not believe the committee had the 
right to deny seats to delegates who 
had been selected by a state, no mat- 1 
ter what method the voters had chos­ 
en to select them. 
"It would be to deny the sovereignty 
of a state to attempt to dictate to it 
how it should select its delegates or 
to deny it proper representation.” 
At the end of the roll call, which 
seated the Taft delegates by 37 to 16, 
Mr. Shakleford of Alaska moved to re­ 
turn to Governor Johnson of Califor­ 
nia without comment the note Mr. Ho­ 
ney had read to the committee in 
which reference was made to stealing 
delegates. 
The Shackleford resolution was laid 
on the table without a roll call.

Washington, June 13.— The law cre­ 
ating the commerce court would be 
specifically repealed, its five Judges 
dropped from government rolls and 
the total circuit judges thus reduced 
from thirty-four to twenty-nine, under 
an amendment to the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill 
adopted by the senate 
The amend­ 
ment was proposed by Senator Sm ith 
©f Georgia. 
Both houses had already 
acted in accord in omitting any ap­ 
propriation for the court. 
This last amendment, adopted after 
a sharp fight, must now go to confer­ 
ence with the house and, lf agreed to 
there, would be in the bill when it 
goes to the president, who must attirer 
approve or veto the btl! as a whole.

—for the countless millions of people 
who w ere expected to arriv e by a 
process of rapid doubling iii m ath e­ 
matical progression. 
T hese (‘ager, hopeful people h id ti. 
Is* adjusted to th e economic c o m m o n s 
of a rich tint undeveloped com m on­ 
w ealth. 
They had to be provided w ith 
law s and governing arran g e m en ts th at 
would m ake it possible for them to 
live together safely and obtain as m uch 
as possible of the benefits of common 
action.

Your progress iii ag ­ 
riculture and industry lias been w on­ 
derful. 
Your tow ns aud cities, when I

E very farm er know s th at these 
subjects, as studied continuously in the 
latMiratorles of the university, are of 
vast consequence because they also re­ 
late to the hen itll of domestic anim als, 
to the diseases of useful plants and to 
soil conditions In their relation to crops. 
W hen the comm on m an perceives, as 
he now does, so m uch th at comes d i­ 
rectly home to him from the laborato­ 
ries of the men of science and from tile 
application of scientific principles to 
his farm ing or to oth er of his personal 
concerns lie begins to feel th at learn 
ing, a fte r ah, is m eant not to sep ara te 
men into classes, but to bind them to­ 
gether into a brotherhood for m utu al 
w elfare, while th e university, on Its 
part, having found itself serving tile

Changed Nature of Our Vocations. 
But now adays practical conditions 
have changed the n a tu re of our voca­ 
tions altogether. 
I 
should, w ithout 
hesitation, say th a t farm in g has come 
to lie as truly a profession as th e p rac­ 
tice of 
law. 
R ailroading, 
banking, 
m anu facturin g, d istrib utiv e tra d e and 
com m erce—all these useful functions 
in the economic life of society have 
become professionalized. 
T he old pro­ 
fessions—m edicine 
and 
law —ram ify 
Into technical specialties. 
And so it follows th a t the university 
can relate Itself to agriculture, coni 
rneree, m an u factu res, tile press, the 
practical m achin ery of governm ent and 
ninny other form s of productive effort 
and h u m an service alm ost as definite­ 
ly as to certain older vocations. 
Does this m ean th a t tile university 
m ust provide an ever increasing n u m ­ 
ber of professional, technical and prac­ 
tical departm ents, to turn out men fit­ 
ted to m ake their livings by th e prac­ 
tice of countless trad es and callings? 
I nm attem p tin g to show th at there 
are broad principles underlying a great 
n u m b er of practical a rts an d daily vo­ 
cations and th at these principles may 
lie so tau g h t an d applied as to lift the 
pursuit of one’s c raft or calling up to 
th e plane of a professional life, which 
recognizes a scientific basis on tile one 
hand and Hie obligation of public serv­ 
ice oil th e other hand. 
It Is not so much, then, th at tile uni­ 
versity should m ake itself over into a 
series of trode schools as th a t the uni­ 
versity should receive Into one or a n ­ 
other of its dep artm en ts young men 
and women selected from the second­ 
ary schools of agriculture, of domestic 
and practical science, of handicrafts 
and applied arts, in order to m ake these 
selected young m en and women fit to 
lie leaders in the com m unity and able 
to m ake positive contribution to hu- ;

We are merely trying

g reater num ber, or, rattier, a great el

bes? 


Higher Institutions Must Lead. 
T h e higher institutions must bolievi 
w ithout reserve in the value of tin 
men and women, tin* girls and boys 
who m ake up the com m unity. 
Not 
only m ust they accept a broad, pro 
gressive dem ocracy as the basis of 
tilings, 
imt they m ust recognize as 
their ow n chief mission the cie’ a Hon 
of all p arts of this democracy. 
As for 
tile rest of us, outside of the univer 
sity, while believing in th e need of 
building up a dem ocracy callable of 
self governm ent and Hie use of power. 
we m u st also Hold clearly to tile |ter 
(•option that great things for m asses of 
men com e through high leadership. 
T h e local com m unity in its own way 
can aud m ust ever w ork for the well 
being ut all ifs m em bers. 
But there 
m u st cunie to it from som e center, like 
this university, a great part of its in­ 
spiration and of it j direction. 
Tile uni­ 
versity can and m ust serve tile state 
and lead the |n*o ie in various things 
th at require continuous investigation of 
facts and solution along the lines of ra ­ 
tional progress T hese things m ay (lave 
to do w ith new principles In the science 
aud a r t of medicine or, w ith m eans 
for th e la t te r ad ju s tm e n t of difficul­ 
ties betw een men, th ro ug h im proved 
la wa and better practices in govern- 


reai know ledge iii any or every othef 
field. 
One cannot, indeed, lit* a special­ 
ist in more th an one or tw o d lty Hens. 
Hut one may be a specialist and still 
have a general know ledge of the -o b ­ 
jects in which other men in turn a re 
specialists. 
W hen tin* process of edu ­ 
cation is w orking in the right w a r it 
does not cease. 
At least let us lie in 
sym p ath y w ith G reek culture; let us 
read aliout it; let us read translatio ns 
of the classical m asterpieces even if 
we may not find tim e to begin the 
study of th e G reek language until we 
nre past eighty y ears of age. 
I attach full im portance now, as ever, 
to Hie need of recognizing as un e ss e n ­ 
tial f u n d i >n of our higher institutions 
tile preserving for us of all the sound 
form s of s holnrshlp In flu* old sense. 
We should honor ou r scholars who are 
expert iii the classical and liberal s tu d ­ 
ies, and we should lie wise enough to 
believe th a t there is great value for th e 
state iii the encouragem ent of nu eager 
study of history, philosophy, languages 
ancient and modern and everything 
th a t goes with tra in in g iii Hie arts of 
exact th in kin g and clear expression. 
O ur universities nre now expected to 
produce aud train ninny of our leaders 
in teaching, iii journalism , in states­ 
m anship aud governm ent, iii Hie ad ­ 
ministration of organized business us 
well as in the older professions 
T h ese 
leaders m ust m aster the subject m at­ 
ter of their particular fields of work, 
but they m ust also have m ental poise 
an a breadth. 
We shall find a way t> 
unify at least the spirit and the nim s 
of those who seek to become educated 
men and women. 
W e shall not on th e one band let th e 
university create a class of educated 
people separated from their fellow men. 
Nor shall we, on the o ther hand, in tile 
long run m ake the m istake of allow ing 
th e university to create sharply d if­ 
ferentiated groups within itself. 
T here 
should tie large spin-: - of com m on 
sy m p athy and litterer*' rse. 
T here is 
m uch more th at is com m on aud unify­ 
ing th a n is usually perceived iii tile 
hopes and pricier studies of tin* d iffer­ 
e n t special or professional groups. T h e 
classical and literary stu den ts 
need 
contact w ith those In the schools of sc i­ 
ence and agriculture, and, on the o th e r 
hand, the more specialized scientific 
stud ents particularly need the sort of 
“balanced ration." so to speak, flint 
would be supplied by wide reading an d 
th e cultivation of literary tastes.

all higher Institutions of instruction 
w hen opposition w as encountered on 
the p a rt of those w ho believed th a t col­ 
leges and universities w ere for the 
few ra th e r th an for th e m any and 
th a t they did not co n trib u te directly 
enough to the diffused benefit of the 
w hole com m unity to ju stify their m ain ­ 
ten an ce at public cost. 
T h ere is still 
som e question aliout tile tendencies 
and the Im m ediate value of certain of 
the great privately endow ed universi­ 
ties and colleges. 
T h e re lingers very 
little doubt, however, regarding tile 
usefulness and practical value of tile 
great universities which form tile head 
and cen ter of our s ta te system of in­ 
struction, especially iii the middle and 
flirt lier west.

Purpose of the University, 
W hen an institution is carried on In 
large part for the sake of Its own pres­ 
tige and with regard to tile pleasure 
and social well being of Its stud ents it 
cann ot repress tendencies tow ard lux 
ury, selfishness, excess aud vainglory. 
Jt m ust know its task so well, It must 
feel Its mission so strongly, th at there 
could be no room In it for the idler, the 
m ere dilettante or the sybaritic son of 
plutocracy. 
T here ought to be no room in our 
universities for a ny m an or w om an 
w hose presence Is not justified by clear 
purpose and faithful effort as well as 
by m arked and strong intellectuality. 
T he university ought not to be c a r­ 
ried on for the convenience of average 
people m aking av erag e efforts. 
Its 
m ovem ent should be so stron g and 
e a rn e st t tint only stro ng and earnest 
people would care to rem ain in it or 
would la* able to go Hie pace. 
W hen 
this condition is fully brought about 
the tests for adm ission will have lie 
| come radically changed. 
You will ta a e 
th e farm er from th e field or th e cie. k 
from th e night school a fte r you have 
exam ined ii im as a prom ising piece of 
h um an m aterial an d have thought him 
fit to m ake Hie trial for law or modi 
cine or engineering or w h atev er else 
ids desired goal m ay be. 
And when 
you have th u s found him you will not 
deal lightly w ith him. 
You will not 
discourage his vein of originality or 
his individual creative impulses, but 
you will see th at he is a good doctor, a 
good lawyer, a good engineer, besides 
being a responsible citizen and a cul­ 
tured m em ber of society, before you let 
him go out w ith your diploma iii his 
hand. 
I do not say th a t you will give up 
th e plan of allow ing the high schools

But you will cease to lay chief 
stress ui»on the su bjects of their pre 
llminnry study, and you will give al­ 
most exclusive attentio n to the candi­ 
d ate for adm ission considered as nil 
Intelligent and desirable hu m au s p e d 
men.
